transliteration into English of the word for fish 
and became one of the earliest Christian symbols. During 
the era of the persecution of Christians, its use enabled Christains 
to have fellowship one with another without exposing their lives to danger. 


The reason for this symbol was because the word Ichthus comes from the acrostic of the 
Greek words, lesous Christos THeou, HUios, Soter. Thus each letter in the word fish 
was the abbreviation for "Jesus Christ, God's Son, our Savior."
